TH whereas upon Information given in the Beginning 
of July 1743 to the then Lords Juftices, that the 
Ifland of Sicily was vifited with a Plague, and that the 
Infeé&tion m‘ght {pread: The faid Lords did iffve their 
Order, commanding all Ships that were then arrived and 
not unladen, or fhould arrive in any Port of this King- 
dom from Sicily, to perform a Quarentine of go Days,. 
and al] Ships coming from any other Ports iu the Medi- 
terrauean to perform a Quarentine of 14 Days. And the 
Lords Juftices having afterwards judged it neceffary to 
extend the faid Order for the 14 Days Quarentine to all 
Sh’ps that (hould come from or thro’ the Mediterranean,did 
iffue a new Order on the 21ft of July for that Purpofe ;, 
but that the Ships trom S‘cily fhould {till be obliged to per- 
form a Quarantine of go Da. s.——- And whereas upon. 
Information given to his Majetty, that the City of Mo- 
rocco was vilited with the Plague, and that the Infe@tion > 
had fpread to Weit-Barbary; it was thought proper to» 
command all Ships from thence to perform a Quarantine 
of 40 Days.—— And whereas Application hath beeu late- 
ly made to his Majefty by the Merchants trading to the 
Mediterranean, fetting forth, that the Plagne hos entire- 
ly ceafed at Meffina, and a tree Commerce has been 
granted to that City fince the sth of O@ober laft, and that 
the Quarantine may be taken off: His Majefty, npon En- 
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guiry and Information that the Plague has ceafed in thefe 
Places, hath therefore thought proper to order, That all 
Ships, Perfons, Goods and Merchandize, which now 
are. arrived, or fhall from and after this 20th Day of 
March, arrive in any Port-of this Kingdom from the a- 
bove Places, be permitted to enter into fuch Ports or 
Places, and unlade in the fame manner, as if the atore- 
mentioned Orders had never been made. And the Lords
